The next moment he disappeared oyer the 
precipice, falling on t he glacier opposite the 
riffle between Hoernli and {faint Theodule 
Pass, where the body firs, completely 
stripp'd of its clothing by tbe rapidity of 
Us descent. The be ly can be distinctly 
seen from below, lying on a projecting 
edge of ice.

W ashington, Aug. |19.—Six candidates 
for appointments as second lieutenants are 
now undergoing examination at the War 
Department. Thej’ arc now at work ans­ 
w ering qusliocs rn irstoryv geography, 
arithmetic,.geometry, and on other sub­ 
jects that will test the*r general knowl­ 
edge. There are fifteen more to be ex- 
med, at a late date. 
Two of these candi­ 
dates are from the South—Finley, a neph­ 
ew ct Senator Batler, about whom so 
much has been said about disloyal utter­ 
ances, and a young man named Irv in g to n 
ot a Presbyterian clergy man in Georgia. 
Finley is a recent graduate of Princeton 
Cobego, and a brigtit fellow, but he was re­ 
port d to have paid what he afterward 
deni' J, saying that he W£s not old enough 
to serve in the Confederate army, but as 
much a rebel now i s anybody. 
The Sec­ 
retary ot War,r » heretofore stated In these 
dispatcher, 41s detonate' J to keep the 
Srale rights dogma out of the army, 
and he furnished to the Examining Board 
the following list of questions, to which he 
desired answers trom the r adulates:

and go with your State? 
Ail of the candidates answered these 
questions fully, and placed themselves upon 
record as anti-State rigb*< men, those from 
the Soufh included.

EMBALMING A WHALE. 


C row d* o f sp e c ta to r* XI Hue** in te r- 
la tin s S cientific K xperiuient*. 
From the New York Herald. 
Capt. Patrick Owen was in his glory all 
day yesterday as hundreds of persona col­ 
lected on the wharf adjoining Fulton Ferry 
to gaze upon the whale he had captured 
near tne lightship on Monday morning. A 
rough tent was improvised so that the 
crowd might bo kept back while experi­ 
ments were being made by scientific gen­ 
tlemen of this city. 
Tne carcass of tho 
monster was punctured by a long needle 
and thou 
subjected to the akrystallos 
process of arresting decomposition. 
This 
was done by 
injecting a clear, sweet- 
stnelliug fluid into the holes made by the 
needle, and 
Ups liquid 
po? serges the 
properly ot coursing so rapidly through 
the lis>ut‘S that when it was injected at me 
heart it oozed a few seconds afterward at 
the punctures near the 
tail. 
By this 
means it is 
claimed 
that 
the 
body 
of the 
animal 
will 
be 
preserved 
from decay tor years with only a diminu­ 
tion in weight arising from the congestion 
of the blubber and the 
evaporation of 
moisture, and this reduction, it is stated, 
will be so small as to be inappreciable. 
{Should the experiment prove successful, as 
was confidently predicted by two promi­ 
nent physicians yesterday, the carcass will 
prove a valuable acquisition to lh* collec­ 
tion in Smithsoniau Institute. 
Hitherto 
the only idea to be derived lo our museums 
regarding the the whale is from a mere 
skeleton, but in this instauce the specimen, 
bung preserved entire, without even the 
removal ol the Intestines, will prove the 
finest ever exhibited. 
The blubber is six 
niches in depth, and 19 capable of produc­ 
ing five barrels of oil, aggregating 1,090 
pounds. The 
wouud 
inflicted by the 
harpoon 
;s about three inches 
in 
depth, on the right side, and it was a mat­ 
ter for discussion whether that would 
militate against the operation of the 
akrystalloi us a preserving ageut. 
Mr. N. 
C. Middleton, whose lather was the oldest 
whaler in this section ct the country, as­ 
sured the Herald reporter that the experi­ 
ment will be successful, and that the 
results thereof to science will be ol incalcu­ 
lable value. Ile s .ys that the body of the 
animal will uot bu reduced bch)7; 2,000 
pounds. and no offensive odor will be 
emitted. 
To the crowds thaj, assembled from curi­ 
osity the sight of the crow perched on the 
flu of the whale was a novelty almost equal 
to that of the monster itself. Tne whale 
was first dl cerned by meaus of this crow, 
which sat perched on the whale’s back, 
and submitted tamely to capture. The 
b’.rd regained possession of ifs finny perch 
yesterday, and, though frequently chased 
away, would, fight with us tormentors and 
return.

Washington Letter to Cincinnati Commercial. 
Healy’s portraits of the President of the 
United States, recently added to the Cor­ 
coran Art Gallery, are mainly the studies 
from which, about 30 years ago, fie exe­ 
cuted a commission from Louis Philtppo. 
then King of the Freoch. 
Xhosa of the 
earlier President are copies from Sttiart 
and Harding, tbe others are from life. 
They were purchpsed of the artist by 
Thomas B. Bryan, E sq., of this city, to­ 
gether with the portraits of Taylor, Fill­ 
more, Pierce, Buchanan, and 
Lincoln, 
painted since the French royal order, and 
sold by him to the gallery. They are of va­ 
rious degree of m erit; one or two are quite 
bad, a greater number indifferently good, 
and a few really excellent. For some un­ 
explained cause the portrait of Gen. Har­ 
rison is not embraced in the collection. 
The Directors are anxious to supply the 
omission, and two have already been for­ 
warded them for iuspection, with a view 
to their sale, but neither proved satisfac­ 
tory. 
The better of these came from 
Louisville, and is the property of Mr. 
Oliver W. Lucas, Clerk of the’ Board of 
Aldermen of that city. It is by Mr. John 
R Johnson, formerly of Cincinnati, but 
now ot Baltimore, and was painted in 1340 
about the time of the General’s election to 
the Presidency. It is a tolerably correct 
likeness, but the colors arc much faded, 
aud it was considerably though not irre­ 
parably, injured in its traasportation hither 
For these reasons, and in the hope of. 
selecting a less objectionable picture, its 
purchase was declined. Mr. J. H. Beard 
painted several portraits of the General. 
which must still be in existence in a good 
state of preservation. 
Tbe portrait of Mr. Lincoln was painted 
in I SGO, during the pendency ot the Presi­ 
dential election or immediately thereafter, 
under an order from Mr. Bryan, then a 
citizen from Chicago. The face is unshav­ 
en, which gives it a rather (youthful look, 
without in the least improving its native 
homeliness. 
Mr. Lincoln was in the habit 
of explaining that ho “turned his beard 
loose” at the suggestion of a lady, whose 
knowledge of his personal appearance was 
confined to newspaper cuts, which fairly 
made him an ogre. She wrote to him thai, 
in ber woman’s judgment, whiskers would 
add much to his beauty, and if he could be 
persuaded to cultivate them she would kiss 
bim the first time they ever met. The 
gallaHt rail splitter at once restricted his 
tonsorial operations to the upper and neth­ 
er lips, leaving leaving them free for the 
osculalory 
reward, 
and 
iu 
a 
lew weeks garnished his 
cheeks, chin, 
and throat with a hirsute adornment which 
puzzled Mrs. Lincoln, and surprised his 
acquaintances without, as already intimat­ 
ed, enhancing his personal pulchritude. 
As the necessary conclusion to this “owcr 
true tale,” it chanced that he and the un­ 
known lady met, and the promised reward 
was claimed and received. He was never 
clean-shaved afterward. 
The next ugliest of the Presidents (count­ 
ing Jefferson a “good third”) is Zichary 
Taylor. His portrait somewhat relines 
the plain features of the rough and weath­ 
er beaten old soldier, but it very correctly 
represents him “as he lived.” IPs eye, 
which was black, keen and piercing, great­ 
ly relieved his commonplace countenance, 
amt it fairly glows from Ucaly’s canvas. 
Probably the most striking picture in 
the lot is that of General Jackson, who, 
too, in spite of his long life, never grew to 
be a “marvelous proper man,” although 
his appec-acco wtis very distingu’shed.

the 
picture was finished only nine days betore 
his death. The picture is in marked con­ 
trast with the full-length portrait of • the 
General painted by Vanderlyn in 1819, 
which hangs in tbe main gallery. The lat­ 
ter represents him in uniform, but bare­ 
headed, standing beside a cannon, sword 
in hand, with the smoke of battle filling 
the background, and its blaze flaming from 
his eyes and illuminating his face with 
martial glory, llealy’s is stripped ot all 1*1 
glamour, aud affords painful evidence ot 
age and infirmity,of disease and sullering ; 
but tbe wonderful head still bears Bs leon­ 
ine aspect, while the steel-blue eyes, un­ 
dimmed by time or application, retain 
their former marvelous power, and seem to 
look directly through tho beholder. A du­ 
plicate of this picture may be seen at the 
Hermitage; the pose is slightly altered, 
and the effect rendered more agreeable and 
impressive. Yet it is sad to look upon,and 
one at last turns from it with a sigh of re­ 
lief.

EDISON’S LATEST. 


A P ra c tic a l T est ot lfti>4 Loud N peak- 
iug T elephone * 
From the Philadelphia Times. 
EJison’s latest invention, the electro­ 
chemical or loud speaking telephone was 
exhibited last evening for the first time In 
this country at the closing spring meeting 
of the Franklin Institute. 
its operation 
had never been shown in public before ex­ 
cept once, within the last few weeks, by 
Professor Tyndall, at the Royal Institute 
iii London. 
A paper treating upon the principle in­ 
volved in the construction of the instru­ 
ment was read bv 
Henry M. Bentley, 
President of the Philadelphia l#ocal Tel­ 
egraph iCompaoy, who then conducted 
experim ent with the improved telephones. 
The instrument, lie r id, was simply au 
attachment of the el c r< motograph re­ 
ceiver to the Edison 
Arbon transmitter.

menting. It nee

on the prey iou I evening. Mr. Bentley 
slipped a wheel of chalk upon an axle in­ 
side the little box, aud, r ? the transmissions 
were rr reived from the office of the tele­ 
phone company, he continually turned 
small crank projecting from the box. This 
Caused the ti ar emissions, which, under 
other circumstant' , could not be heard at 
a distance of more than two or three feet 
[rom the receiver, to be audible ii all parts 
of the hall. 
The speaking was ss distinct es if the 
speaker were just at the other side of a 
board partition, with wide interstice be 
tween the boards, and the sound had all 
the characteristics of his voice. To show 
a Comparison of voices, Mr. Bol Hey sever­ 
al Unit 9 calk d a different Si :aker to the 
transmitter. 
Whistling of such airs as 
“ Yankee Doc He,” “fcweet By-and-By,” 
and “Poor Little Buttercup'’ was particu­ 
larly distinct and accurately transmitted. 
The sound heard by the audience, Mr. 
Bentley said, was two or three times fs 
loud as that w.nt into the transmitter. The 
playing of a cornet came rather harshly 
and irregularly at first, but, when Mr. 
Bentley had requested the performer not 
to hold tho horn to close * i the transm it­ 
ter, the ohmic was almost aa satisfactory es 
ll the play cr, instead « I being nearly five 
squares away, were on the spot where Mr. 
Bentley elocd. 
As in tho c*se of the 
speaking whistling, and other transmis­ 
sions, it would seem that only a partition 
full of holes or wide cracks intervened be­ 
tween the performers and the listeners. 
Mr. Bentley saw no reason why people, ic 
the near future, could not enjoy a lecture 
or concert going on at the Academy of 
Music by st lying at homo with their 
their “electro-chemical” telephones. Bi - 
ing asked how far such performances 
could be satisfactorily transmuted, he re­ 
plied that the que-Uou could not yet be 
definitely answered, but he believed that 
they could be heard at a distance cf IOO 
miles as well as they were heard now. As 
a finale, a cornet, performance of some 
Pinafore’s ’ liveliest airs came with aston­ 
ishing distinctness and accuracy, sounding 
almost as well as if the performer wi i on 
the platform, and putting the audience in 
the best of humor.

Causes,—Borne of the authorities acribo 
thrush to contraction, f, with many others, 
ascribe contraction to thrusts, and give as the 
most fruitful cause of this disease (uone 
others being worth mentioniag) J'dth. All 
moisture, from whatever source, will pro­ 
duce thrush, but none more so than the 
excrementitious matter continually passing 
off from

and 
accumulating

where he stands, keeping the feet continu­ 
ally moist, especially the hind feet, they 
being so much doser to the faeces, tfcc. 
‘i e urn the reason why the hind feet are so 
oltener attacked than the fore. 
positive, manifest unsoundness, 
aud if neglec t!, will turn into canker ot 
the foot, a disease which only an expert 
can dpctor, and he, very often, with poor 
success. Nothing will cure the disease 
until the cautc is removed. 
When this is 
don©,4rim the irog ol all ragged particles ; 
welbayriDgo and work out the cleft with 
watei at 110° or so, then with the same 
.syringe, after drying thoroughly, inject 
into 
the 
opening, 
compound 
tincture 
of 
myrrh 
and 
aloes, holding the sole of the foot upper­ 
most, to give the tincture a chance to 
penetrate to the bottom; whilst still holding 
tho foot, insert as much a pueblo* of car­ 
bonate of iron, crowd in with a sliver or 
quill, then push in a little cotton batten, or 
tow, follow Ibis plan and in nine cases out 
of ten you will effect a cure. The dressing 
should be taken out every morning, and a 
fresh application of tho medicine made, 
omitting the washing, the first washing 
being all that is necessary, put a little 
chloride of lime into the water.
